3. Met with Captain Gray to retura the McElroy- Twining transcripts. 
I took the opportunity to point out a sumber of points which were not technically 
correct and could have contributed in considerable degree to the apparent 
msieuaderstanding and confusion of seme of the Senators praesent since this 
theme was carried forward into the CIA appearance: before the Preparedness 
investigating Subcommittes and the Space Ceommittes on 4 February 1959. 
Captain Gray was very pleased to have these comments and had made 
apprepriate notes. The page numbers on which comments were offered 
are ap follows: 10, 13, 15, 10i, 124, 127, 191, 264 andl4. 1 requested 
Captain Gray to make the transcript available fer a further study. He said 
he thought this could be arranged and in ture asked could their office review 
the CIA transcript before the two cormmmittees on 4 February 1959. 


4. In attempting to contact stalf members of the Senate Preparedness 
Investigating Subcommittee or the Space Committee, I learned that at present 
there is ao scheduled time for Mr. Weisi te be in Washington. I will keep 
in touch with the staff membera on this. 


5. The Director aad Legislative Counsel met with Representative 
Paul J. Kilday (9., Tax.) and Mr, Robert Smart fer approximately a half 
hour to discuss the new Subcommittee and the scope of the review which it 
intends te conduct.

%. George Carey (CC) telephoned inguiring about a proposed 
letter to Senater Humphrey prepared by the Department of State dealing 
with the subject of Sast~West Exchanges. Among other things, L” 
tonster Humphrey had inquired what agencies were concerned. Since 
the State letter did not mention CIA, Mr. Carey raised the question of 
whether we should inform Senator Humphrey through seme other method. 
I strongly recommended that Senator Humphrey for Julius Cahn) be 
advised of our participation in the program and left the matter with 
Geerge Carey te discuss with the Department of State. 


& Yhe Director appeared before the Senate Foreign Relations 
Committes in executive sesaion fer a general brieling which was later 
described by Senator Green av most comprehensive. See Memeorandum 
for the Kecerd fer full details. 


¥. Hon Belieu (Senate Epace Committee} telephoned Sunday 
night, 25 January, indicating that further discussion with £4 Weisil 
would indicate the desirability of seme type of briefing fer Ssnator 
Jehosen. Belieu seggested that this could be a private briefing. 
Apparently Mr. Belien was trying to get eome indication of the 
Agency's attituds toward the appearamce of the DCI before the praposed 
cornbined meeting of the Semate Preparedness laveatigating Subcommittes 
and Semate Space Commitiee as weil as the thought of a private briefing 
ior Senator Johnson. 1 indicated I would discuss the matter with the 
chrecter. 

Upon discussing it with the Director today, be indicated that it 
wae entirely up to the Scnater and he did net object to appearing before 
the full Committe.
